Trinidad Trip 
Is Of Interest- 
To Engineers 


Tuesday afternoon the Engin¬ 
eers’ Club of Tyler Junior College 
took a field trip to Trinidad, about 
fifty miles from Tyler. Miss Wil¬ 
liams and Tommy Harrison fur¬ 
nished cars for the group. A guide 
met them at the gate to sign 
them in and explain the various 
parts of the plant. First seen were 
tons of coal conveyors, puverizer- 
ers, dryers, and flowing shafts— 
equipment which is now altogether 
idle, having been outmoded by 
the use of gas for heat production. 
Next, they climbed to the roof 
(ninety feet high) and had an 
overall view of the plant and lake 
from which water is obtained to 
drive the turbines (steam power). 

The three giant smoke stacks 
of the plant stretch to a height of 
three hundred feet. Their foun¬ 
dation is the same as that of the 
main plant building. Mirrors are 
placed on the ground at such an 
angle that the engineer can see 
the top of the stacks and tell by 
the color of the smoke if every¬ 
thing is going smoothly. 

Next the guide took the group
